The aationalites of Turin, 
says that the Greek Colonel, Karataseo, has left 
Genoa for the Iomian Islands, in order it 
for a Greek legion to be admitted into the I ser- 
vice, It is said the Count of Syracuse, whose ure

residence at Florence. The death of the Archbishop of 
Auch is announced, The editor of the Opinion Na- 
tionale has appealed against the judgment of the Triba- 
nal of Correctional Police, by which he was condemned 
to pay a fine of £1,0001, for having, as you remember, 
published that unfortunate piece of news, designated 
as a “casus belli.” The Duke of Brunswick is, as 
usual, up to his eyes in law ; this time it is an action 
brought by a printer to recover the sum of 9,830f. for 
printing a catalogue of the Duke’s diamonds, which 
comprise upwards of 1,200 objects, the value of them 
being estimated at 15,300,000f.!! Tue catalogue con- 
tained an account of the weight, form, origin, and 
value of each article, besides a history of the most cele- 
brated diamonds, The Duke contended he had made 
no stipulation as to payment, and offered 3,500f.; but 
the tribunal condemned him to pay 6,000f, and, of 
course, nis Highness vows eternal vengeance agai nst 
every tribunal and President in France, In the course 
of the trial it came out that the Duke is now negociating 
for the purchase of two diamonds: he has offered for one 
1,100,000f., and for the other 3,000,000f,

The Monitewr of Thursday publishes the following 
circular from the Count de Persigny, the new Minister 
of the Interior, to the Prefects:— 


“Monsieur le Prefet,—In taking possession of the 
high post to which the cOnfidence of the Emperor has 
called me, I have first of all to claim all your support, 
for the nobler the spectacle given to us by the Imp erial 
act of the 24th of November, the more ought the internal 
administration of the country to be inspired with g ene- 
rous ideas. 

“Here is a Prince who, after having received the 
powers of the nation to re-establish public order at 
home and the greatness of the country abroad, is the 
first to appeal to the wishes and opinion of France. 
Scarcely is he victorious over enemies at home and 
abroad when he introduces into our institutions im- 
provements which are a proof of his confidence in the 
country. 

“The picture of that firet portion of his reign will 
Called by the 
voice of a whole people to place himself at the head 
of a society upset, failen into chaos and anarchy, he 
sete courageously to Work, and in a few years he 
restores order amo men and things to such a point 
that never did such prosperity prevail in any epoch of 
our history. 

“Then, w;ben that great labour is scarcely terminated 
at home, he is led by the situation of Europe to under 
take Coe no less important abroad, to restore France to 
thr.c high position to which she has a right. Despite 
mbre prophecies that he will be carried away by war 
beyond the limit of the real interests of France, his 
wisdom, equal to his courage, stops him at that limit ; 
and thus, not only has he re-established, to the advan- 
tage of our security, the disturbed equilibrium of Eu- 
rope, but he has opened to the world a new era of 
peace and prosperity. 

Finally, to complete this picture, persuaded that 
his true calling is not only to place his name by the 
side of that of the glorious founder of his race, but to 
@esure the destinies of the country, he now prepares it 
for the noble and peaceful exercise of the liberties the 
development of which the popular throne of the Napo- 
leons will protect. 

“ Monsieur ie Prefet, if I recall to your mind the 
great features of our present bistory it is not that you 
make them the subject of official communications to the 
populations of your department. Proud of having them- 
selves found in so wonderful a manner, on the 10th of 
December, the lost thread of our own destinies, they 
need no ove to read in their hearts the great pages of 
the empire which they have founded. All that I wish 
is to make you understand in what spirit I claim your 
assistance, 

“ Convinced that the liberties of a country can never be 
developed unless the State itself enjoys the most perfect 
security, Í ask of you to be always as firm in maintaining 
public order and as viligant, if necessary, in keeping an 
eyeupon (swrecúí r) the enemies of the State; but | 
recommend you at the same time not to neglect anything 
to complete the work of conciliation between parties 
Many honourable and distinguished men of former 
Governments, while they rendered homage to the Em- 
peror for the great things which he has accomplished, 
still keep aloof from a sentiment of personal dignity. 
Show them the respect which they deserve ; neglect 
no occasion to induce them to turn their knowledge and 
experience to the advantage of their country, and remind 
them that if it is noble to maintain the worship of re- 
membrances, it is still more noble to be of service totheir 
country. 

“And now, M. le Prefet, that we are to commence work- 
ing together for the good of the State, Í ask you to put 
aside all personal considerations, which but too often em- 
barrase great affairs. Always give me your opinion frank- 
ly with thatindependence of character which constitutes 
the true servant oí the State; consequently without think- 
whether you will please or offe Remember that a 
functionary of the civil order, like the soldier who 
exposes his life for his count must know how, il 
necessary, to brave an uodeservéd disgrace. But do 
not fear that you will be judged/without a hearing, and 
still less that I shall shield responsibility behind 
yours. Nor must you fear thaí while you are courage- 
ously devoting yourselves forthe public interests, you 
will remain at a distance, exposed without defence to the 
resentment of unsatisfied ambitions. However, you will 
soon receive instructions upon important points of 
policy and administration, aud I Schall have an opportu. 
nit of making an appeal to your zeal and devotion.—
